Dear Mr. Dechant: 

I am writing this letter regarding our discussion in clinic on April 12, 2004. As we 
discussed, your scalp biopsy demonstrated a sclerosing or morpheaform basal cell 
carcinoma, which has a tendency to aggressively infiltrate the surrounding tissue. 
Although this type of cancer does not typically metastasize, it can be quite destructive 
locally. If left in place, it does have the ability to invade the adjacent structures, such as 
muscle and skull, and, given enough time, it could lead to significant health problems and 
even death. I respect your right to decide against any surgical treatment, but I urge you to 
reconsider. The surgery would only involve an approximately 45-60 minute procedure 
performed under a local anesthetic and would require no time in the hospital. If you 
change your mind regarding this issue, please contact us to arrange for surgery at (916) 
631-3010. Regardless of your decision, I would like to see you back in approximately 6 
months for a routine skin examination to check for any new skin cancers.
